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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. This amendment adds, 
changes and/or deletes claims in this application. A detailed listing of all claims that are, or 
were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claim(s) remain under examination in the 
application, is presented, with an appropriate defined status identifier. 

Claims 54 and 56 are requested to be cancelled. Claims 49, 55, 57, 59, 61 and 62 are 
currently being amended. Claims 63-68 are being added. Claims 63 and 65-68 recite the 
subject matter of pending claims 55 and 57 in a different dependent format. Support for 
claim 64 may be found in paragraphs [0034], [0060] and [0071] of the specification. No new 
matter was added. After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 49-53, 55, 57, 59 
and 61-68 are now pending in this application. 

Applicants appreciate the indication that dependent claim 54 would be allowed if it 
was rewritten in independent form. In response, dependent claim 54 has been rewritten in 
independent form as independent claim 49. In other words, amended claim 49 contains the 
diode limitation from allowable claim 54 and the limitations from previously pending 
independent claim 56. Applicants submit that independent claim 49 and dependent claims 
50-53, 55, 57 and 65-68 are now in condition for allowance. 

Independent claim 59 has also been amended by incorporating the diode limitation 
from allowable claim 54. Applicants submit that independent claim 59 and dependent claims 
60-64 should be in condition for allowance for the same reason as claim 54. 

Claims 56, 57 and 59 were rejected under § 103(a) as being obvious over Koizumi in 
view of Hitachi Metals. Claims 49, 51-53, 56, 57, 59, 61 and 62 were rejected under § 103(a) 
as being obvious over Steingroever in view of Hitachi Metals. Claim 50 was rejected under § 
103(a) as being obvious over Steingroever in view of Hitachi Metals and fiirther in view of 
Reznik. Applicants submit that these rejections have been rendered moot by the 
incorporation of the diode limitation from allowable claim 54 into pending independent 
claims 49 and 59. 
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Applicants note that claims 49 and 59 were amended to expedite the allowance of the 
present application and the amendment should not be construed to be an acquiescence that the 
rejections of claims 56 and 59 were proper. For example, there is no motivation to combine 
Koizumi which teaches that a magnetizing coil is used to magnetize a demagnetized 
permanent magnet in a motor with Hitachi Metals which teaches to heat a Nd-Fe-B magnet 
precursor material prior to magnetization of the precursor material. Likewise, Steingroever 
provides no motivation or suggestion to substitute the capacitors 34, 36 with batteries in the 
power supply. 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested. The 
Examiner is invited to contact the xmdersigned by telephone if it is felt that a telephone 
interview would advance the prosecution of the present application.
